Horſes and Cows from Treland into this 
Kingdom, hath becn, by diverſe publick 
As and Statures, diſcharged, under great 
pains; And that, notwithſtanding there- 
of, ſundry perſons, preferring their own 
private intereſts to their obedience to the 
Law and good of the Kingdom, haye ad- 
| ventured to import diverſe quantities of 
ViRtual from 7reland, and have vented and ſold the ſame in this 
Kingdom ; whereby the ſale of Corns, Aw Ts the King- 
dom, hath been ſtopped, and much money hath been unwar= 
rantably carried out of the Kingdom. And His «Hajeſty being 
reſolved, for the good of this His Anctent Kingdom, to take 
an «ffeQtual courſe for preventing and reſtraining ſuch courſes 
for the time to come :. Doth therefore , with advice and con- 
ſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, Statute and Ordain, that all 
Heritors, Wod-ſetters and Live-renters within the Shire of 
Lanerk bclow Glaſeow, and in the Shires of CHir, Ranſpew, 
Wigtoun, Dumbartan, Bute, Areyl, and Stewartrie of Kirkcud-

oion profeſſed in it; and tor the preventing of. the growth of 
ſcandalous Schiſm and Confuſion arifing trom various and dif- 
ferent Ordinations : Doth therefore, with advice and conſent of _ 
His Eſtates of Parliament, Statute and Ordain, -that no perſon 
or perſons whatſoever preſume to Appoint or-Ordain any perſon 
to the O ffice and Work of-the Miniſtry, excepr theſe who have 
Authority approven by the Laws of the Kingdom for that effe yg 
and that-no perſon take Ordination from any,” but ſuch as are 
thus lawfully Authorized to give the ſame : Declaring hereby, 
all pretended Ordinations of any perſons, fince the Year, 1661. 
which have not been, or hereafcer ſhall not be, according to the 
Appointment of tH@L2w, to be null and invalid; Andall per- 
ſons who, fince the ſaid Year, have received-pretended Ordina- 
tion, or ſhall receive the ſame any other maner of way .than as is 
ſettled by Law, to be no Miniſters.
